Ten dollars was donated to the 
Alberta Educational Council. 

Mr. Perey Wright and Mr. Floyd 
F. Sammons were re-appointed 
poundkeepers. While these men 
were continuing poundkeepers from 
the old districts, it was thought well 
to bring appointments up to date 
and to advertise. The name of this 
district was changed, and the num- 
ber will also change at a later date. 
The Cash Statement for the month 
of January 1948 was received, and 
showed a net balance of $36,439.69. 


First and second readings were 
given to By-law No. 97 providing 
for the purchase of a new 4% ton 


Dodge Truck, with heavy duty tiree 
and other equipment, for $1618.80. 

1000 pounds of Crested Wheat 
Grass seed was ordered for seeding 
on newly constructed roads. This 
seed is in short supply out oiher 
grass seeds are plentiful aud chean 
er than they were a year ago. 

A claiin porporting damage to a 
house being moved over inunicipal- 
ity roads was dispuied and puyment 
refused. The claimant failed to 
secure permission tu use muuicipal- 
ity roads {ci this purposs and if 
pon inspection it is found there 
has been damage to structures or 
culverts, a charge will be made. 
Three extensions of time were 
ranted to persons to pay 1947 Tax 
Consolidation instalments and 1947 
taxes where payments were recriv- 
after the end of the vear 1247.

COUNCILLORS’ REPORT 


In addition to the information giv- 
en in our 1947 Statement, we, as 
Councillors. would like to make a 
few brief remarks. 

The 1947 Revenue Account shows 
a loss for the year, but this loss is 
more than otf-set by the inventory 
value of the machinery purchased, 

New machinery is the cheapest 
and does the most efficient work. 
The old story of buying a complete 
binder for $180.00 and it costing 
$900.00 in separate pieces, is equally 
true of repairing used machinery, 
plus labor and waste of time due to 
breakdowns. 

We were lucky to get this machin- 
ery. 

Our Road-work Grant was in- 
creased in 1947 and we found our- 
selves unable to proceed with the 
work except at a price of 80c per 
yard for the crushing and loading 
of gravel. We, and Serviceberry 
Municipality jointly purchased a} 
gravel crushing and sereening plant | 
which was delivered in the middle | 
of June. The operation of such a} 
plant was new to all of us, includ-| 
ing our operators. 14,042 yards of 
gravel was crushed for us and 
20,286 for Serviceberry. The gross 
expenses for crushing. not including 
depreciation, was 26.54 cents per 
yard. The net cost of crushing, after 
taking into account repairs, tools, 


material, tent, dishes, etc. on hand, 
was 23.37 cents per yard. Crushing 
was commenced too late-in the 


season to complete all the Three- 
Way Gravelling projects. We are 
more than satisfied with this plant. 
We loaded the gravel with our D-4 
Traxcavator for both districts. 

44 miles of road was built in 1947 
and 59 miles eravelled.

‘Two years ago he was seriously 
injured in a crash. He received 
desperate head injuries, and a 
delicate operation was imperative.

They were Canadian men and 
women who had each given a blood 
donation to the Canadian Red 
Cross Blood Transfusion Service.
